The gallows were cheated 
of their prey in a dramatic | 
session of su court last 
night, when Mr. Justice T. M. 
Tweedie of the supreme court | 
of Alberta granted a 14-day | 
respite to the two McLeans, 
who had been sentenced to 
hang this morning, for the 
murder of Walter J. Parsille, 
Manville farmer. 

By an irony of fate, it was | 
the same judge who had sen- 
tenced Kenneth McLean to be 
hanged, who last night signed 
the order which gave the 
father at least another 14 
days of life. 

As a result the father and 
his son, William McLean, 
Tennessee hillmen, saw the 
sun rise on another day in- 
stead of filling the felons’ 
graves which had yawned for 
them since they were senten- 
ced at Vegreville last July. 

The two convicted men 
were overjoyed when they 
learned the news of the res- 
pite from Warden John Mc- | 
Lean. 


It was a desperate, last-minute 
effort on the part of Neil Primrose, 
Vegreville lawyer and_ defence | 
counsel for both convicted men, 
which won them their further 14 
days of life. 

Mr. Primrose asked leave to ap- 
peal to the supreme court of Cana- | 
da, the last legal resort in the Dom- 
inion, in an effort to get a new trial 
for William McLean. As Kenneth | 
McLean would be needed as a de- | 
fence witness if the supreme court 
of Canada orders a new trial, he 
was automatically included in the |

LEAGUE PLANS 
JEW REFUGEE 
RELIEF BODY 


GENEVA, Oct. 6—A league of 
Nations assembly sub-committee 
yesterday approved a panel res 


tion that the league council organ- 
ize a bureau under a high com- 
missioner to deal with the problem 
of Jewish refugee: from Germany. 
The order would include within its 
scope Jews who are not German 
citizens, the resolution providing 
that it apply to all refugees irres- 
pective of nationalities. 

Cost of the bureau wi!l be met 
temporarily by the League budget, 
with the hope expenditures will be 
refunded, or at least that further 
work will be carried on by private 
organizations and the governments 
of countries where Jews have taken 
refuge. 

The suggestion was approved 
after renewed discussion of minor- 
ities in which Canada’s represent- 
ative on the political commission of 
the League joined with those of 
other countries, including the Irish 
Free State and France. 

Canada’s delegate, Dr. R. M. Man- 
jon, minister of railways and can- 
als, did not join in denunciation of 
Germany's treatment of Jews. In- 
stead he told the committee of steps 
Canada had taken to insure fair 
treatment of minorities.

CANADA’S KEY PROBLEM 

Mr. Pattullo, leader of the Liberals in 
British Columbia, proclaims as the policy 
of his party that “there must be work with 

”’ for those who need it. Which is to 
say that the Liberals of British Columbia 
are in line with Liberal policy in all the 
other provinces, and in the Dominion as 
well, as to the means by which unemploy- 
ment must be dealt with. 

And what other means can _ possibly 
deal with the situation fairly, or deal with 
it at all as a continuing problem? At 
present ‘in Canada two men who are work- 
ing are supporting another man—and his 
family if any—who cannot find work. 
.They cannot go on doing that. And the 
third man doesn’t want them to have to 
do it; he is expressing his disgust with his 
situation by complaints, protests, appeals 
for work, and threats to riot if he doesn’t 
get it. 

Set the idle men in Canada at work with 
wages sufficient for a decent living, and 
our other national difficulties will begin to 
rapidly disappear. Business will quicken, 
values will return to property and securi- 
ties, taxes will be paid and municipalities 
and provinces get again on their feet, fed- 
eral revenue will rise as increased buying 
goes on. “Work with wages” is the one 
thing needed to turn the tide and start the 
country back to better times. And nothing 
else can do it. 


THE MAYORALTY 

Maycr Knott has served as chief magis- 
trate of Edmonton during two years when 
the responsibilities were such as to arouse 
sympathy rather than envy for the holder 
of that office. Falling revenue, frozen 
credit, demands for heavy expenditure for 
quite new and unusual purposes, a multi- 
tude of strange and perplexing day-to-day 
difficulties of administration, were condi- 
tions thrust upon the city management by 
factors which were altogether out of 
control. 

The three year term is fairly well es- 
tablished in Edmonton, and Mayor Knott 
is entitled to the honor of a third year in 
office if he is disposed to accept it. His ad- 
ministration has been free from scandal. 
There has been no serious and widespread 
criticism, on the und of mistaken policy 
or inefficiency. No major issue has been 
raised that would call for a change in the 
chairmanship of the city’s board of 
directors. 

On the most engrossing matter with 
which the administration has had to deal 
—that of unemployment relief—the Mayor 
has taken a middle course, calculated to do 
justice to those who needed relief and to 
those who had to provide the city's share 
of the cost. Assistance has been given to 
those who required it, but not without 

to the rights and interests of those 
had to supply tax money out of their 
diminished earnings. That, in the circum- 
stances, was the only course consistent 
with fairness, and the one that must have 
been taken by any man capable of under- 
standing the responsibilities of the pecu- 
liar times. 

Relief continues to be the central prob- 
lem with which the city council has to deal, 
and must be so during the winter. The ex- 

rience Mayor Knott has gained in deal- 

with that problem during the past two 

years is an asset to the city which should 
not be lost. 

For that reason, as well as because the 
honor is fairly due him, and because of his 
familiarity with civic matters generally, 
his re-election is strongly to be desired.

It has 
been done elsewhere, many times, for the 
game purpose, and with success, That 
method of managing money in order to 
régulate prices downward is strictly ortho- 
dox. Japan is a gold country, or trying to 
be. The United States was a gold country 
when its Federal Reserve Bank used the 
game method of checking boom tendencies. 
It is quite all right to manage money in 
that way and for that purpose; it is done 
in the best circles. 

when it is proposed that the rule 
be made to work the other way is there 
protest in the ultra-conservative corner of 
the economic ring, denunciation of “infla- 
tionary’ schemes, and hot assurances that 
the money supply can’t be “managed” 
safely. It is quite safe and entirely proper 
to regulate prices downward; but nobody 
must suggest regulating them upward un- 
less he is willing to be called names. 

Canada is not oN | any boom just 
now; emphatically not. It is needed here 
that prices go up to something like their 
former levels, not down to still more hope- 
less depths. Our Government could send 
them up if it would reverse Mr. Takahas- 
hi’s procedure; buy in a half billion dollars 
worth of bonds and pay for them with new 
Dominion bills. 

The effect would be the same as though 
we sold a half billion bushels of wheat 
abroad at one dollar a bushel. The total 
year’s production of the country would be 
worth that many more dollars; and this 
flood of new money would be sent coursing 
through the dried-up channels of trade.

The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper 


With 150,000 workers on strike against the NRA 
codes in United States, the Blue Eagle finds it 
hard flying through the fog banks of untest and 
suspicion. The dynamic General Johnson is work- 
ing furiously toremove the antagonism to his NRA 
codes. Congress is to reassemble shortly. Cana- 


dians will watch the vuicume of the struggle, 
knowing that they will be affected in turn. 


Part of the opposition comes from the great 
coal operators who are piling up sutpluses of coal 
while delaying acceptance of the coal codes. La- 
bor is suspicious that the coal reserves will be 
used to support a lock-out, or at least is a way of 
getting surpluses piled up at less than code rates. 
Communist agitators who realize that with the 
acceptance of NRA their occupation is gone are 
denouncing it. The farmers, who have to pay more 
for coal and oil and other industrial commodities 
under NRA and whose agricultural products have 
not yet advanced in proportion, form yet another 
formidable opposition to NRA. NRA is not out of 
the woods yet. 

* .@ % 

Some of the things being done to raise agricul- 
tural prices to the level of industrial prices appear 
heroic in scale however bewildering tn logic. The 
Farm Board spent $50,000,000 in buying six million 
pigs. Now it has dumped three million little pigs 
into the Mississippi. “Ol’ Man River” can stand 
another verse added to it now. 

The story behind the dumping of this army of 
piglets is worth narrating, for it shows how econ- 
omic laws and human nature upset even the best- 
intentioned of plans. Originally the Farm Board 
was to buy four million young pigs and one million 
farrowing sows. For the young pigs it offered 9% 
cents a pound on 25 pounders down to 6 cents a 
pound for 100-pounders. For the sows the price 
was set at four dollars flat. 


Farmers wouldn't take the low price for the 
sows. Only 200,000 were sold. But they deluged 
the stockyards with piglets. After the four million 
had been sold, more were forthcoming, so the 
Farm Board had to raise the piglet quota to 5,200,- 
000. 

The stockyard men say that it doesn't pay to 
butcher pigs under 80 pouhds. These piglets only 
averaged 60 pounds. They were too many in num- 
ber to be reduced to “tankage,” so finally the board 


| decided to “tank” to the capacity of the tankage 


plants—about 8 per cent of the pigs—and dump 
the rest of them in “ol’ man river.” 

The Administration has on its hands, in addi- 
tion to 100,000,000 pounds of processed pork to be 
given to the needy, about 100,000 sows which are 
soon to farrow. After dumping $50,000,000 of pigs 


; and pork into the Mississippi you can't accuse the 


U. S. administration of not trying to raise pork 
prices. 

I hope this little item about the pigs comes to 
the attention of Mrs. Cecil Chesterton, whose book, 
“Adventures in Russia,” I have recently skimmed 
through. In all the months that Mrs. Chesterton 
and her friend “Bunty” were travelling through 
Russia, off the tourist routes, she says they only 
tasted meat twice. It seems cruel to dump three 
million young pigs into the Mississippi when peo- 
ple in China and Russia are hungering for succu- 
lent roast pig. 


NRA in United States is far from having re- 
ceived its death blow. But what if it proves im- 
possible for the administration to restore buying 
power and employment by shortening hours and 
raising wages under the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act? Then we shall see inflation with a 
vengeance. It will be inflation of such a kind 
that Canada will have to inflate too—unless it 
wants to see its dollar at a 50 cent premium at 
New York and its U.S. export trade vanished into 
thin air, 

There are intimations that if he Has to, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is prepared to try “something else” 
if NRA fails.

Add no fat nor 
other seasoning except butter when ready to serve. 
You will find this method of preparing fish super- 
ior to those methods calling for gravies and sauces, 
for you will get all the benefit of a good protein 
food without any of the harmful effects produced 
by the addition of starch or spicy seasoning.

I drink milk 
and eat milk toast and cream of wheat, but a month 
of this is getting tasteless.” 

Answer: It is necessary for you to have meat 
and raw vegetables in your diet, and, while your 
tecth are out, I would suggest that you put both the 
meat and vegetables through a fine food grinder. 
These along with the cooked vegetables and fruit 
juices should prove quite enough for you to get 
along on. Masticate the food in your mouth to mix 
it with the saliva even if you cannot chew it as this 
will aid in the digestion.

FRONTENAC CALLED THE 


BLUFF 
On this date, in 1690, Count 
Frontenac, governor of New 


France, called the bluff of Phips, 
the New Englander, who had de- 
manded the surrender of Quebec. 
Suddenly warned while at Mon- 
treal, that the English were com- 
ing up the river, Frontenac had 


hurried back to Québec, put his 
garrison in fighting trim, and de- 
termined to “stall” off the be- 
siegers until such times as winter 
would come to his aid. 

Then on October 6, Phips sent a 
demand to Frontenac to surrender 
in these words:— 

“Off the Town of Quebec, 
“October 6, 1690. 

“Sir William Phips, Knight, 
General and Commander in chief 
in and over Their Majesties’ 
forces of New England, by sea 
and land, to Count Frontenac, 
Lieutenant General and Governor 
for the French King at Canada; 
in his absence, to his Deputy or 
them in chief command at Que- 
beck; 

“The war between the two 
crowns of England and France 
doth not only* sufficiently war- 
rant, but the destruction made by 
the French and Indians under 
your command and encourage- 
ment upon the persons and ¢és- 
tates of Their Majesties’ subjects 
of New England, without provo- 
cation on their part, hath put 
them under the necessity of this 
expedition for their own secur- 
ity and satisfaction. And although 
the cruelties and barbarities used 
against them by the French and 
Indians might, upon the present 
opportunity, prompt unto a severe 
revenge, yet being desirous to 
avoid all inhumane and unchris- 
tianlike actions, and to prevent 
shedding of blood as much as may 
be. 
“I, the aforesaid William Phips, 
Knight, do hereby, in the name 
and in the behalf of their most 
excellent Majesties, William and 
Mary, King and Queen of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France and Irc- 
land, Defenders of the Faith, and 
by order of their said Majesties’ 
government of the Marsachsetts- 
colony in New England, demand 
a present surrender of your forts 
and castles, undemolished and

| to the point. Although he knew 
that his store of food and am- 
munition was scant, that he could 
| not afford the loss of many men, 
he determined that he would 
gamble with fate, and so sent 
back this answer:— 

“That Sir William Phips and 
those with him were heretics and 
traitors to their King, and had 
taken up with the Usurper, the 
Prince of Orange, and had made a 
revolution, which, if it had not 
been made, New England and the 
French had all been one; and 
that no other answer was to be 
expected from him, but what 
should be from the mouthe of his 
cannon.” 

And when two days later Phips 
drew up his ships to bombard the 
town, Frontenac fired the first 
shot from the Chateau St. Louis 
and a desperate duel ensued. For 
two days the fighting continued; 
the New Englanders who had 
landed a military force were un- 
able to make any progress; the 
| ships and the forts played havoc 


British ships were so badly shat- 
tered that they “retired behind 
the Island of Orleans for repairs,” 
and “Quebec was divided be. 
tween thanksgiving and rejoic- 
ing.” 

Seventy years were to pass be- 
fore the fleur de lys was to be 
replaced by the union flag of 
Britain.

their finding. 

Mr. Primrose tien repeated his 
earlier statement of only just learn- 
ing that he was in a position to 
secure funds for the appeal.

For- | 
merly, singeing was advised to cor- 
rect split ends. But in my opinion | 
this is no more effective procedure | 
than merely cutting off the split | 
énds. That doesn't mean that a 
long-haired lass must bob her hair | 
But she should cut off the hair-| 
ends about one-fourth of an inch | 
above each split.
